Territory 


A S U N C I ON, Paraguay— f/p) —A 


smashing Paraguayan victory in the 
northern sector of the Chaco Boreal 
Saturday resulted in the cutting to 
pieces of seven Bolivian regiments and 
the recapture of three forts, it wa 
announced here. 


The victory came 
as 
Paraguay' 


southern army pushed its advance 
deeper into Bolivian terrtory as the 
result of the capture of Fort Samai- 
huete Friday. 


Full of that fort left Gen. Jose Esti- 


gairibia, Paraguayan commander-in- 
cliief only 50 miles short of the main 
Bolivian army base at Villamontes, 
whose fall, it was believed, might 
prove to be the finishing blow in the 
long Chaco war.

Stimson also attacked existing legal
